standard equipment. This permits ad ins tint the scraper vertically, horizontally,, sad for tilt. In 
bhgure H. with hnth rich.! blftdra. reused, plact thickness. gauge between left upper blade and left 
lower blade with the section of gnufio protruding ever the lower blade Draw sernpor arm out 
about half way. Loosen said screw on nj;bt side <?f Carbide holder as shown. Then let scraper slido 
down and [L*x mi the gauge very lightly, press utraper holder down to its stop sad white holding 
“hr o^ftflbly , ^ 13 ' 1 P 03111 ™ 1 lighten screw. Scraper will then be adjusted to correct depth or cut.

AND OTHER COMMENTS 

Using any light body instrument oil. keep scn>|ier 
slide wall lubricated at oil Lime*. and occasionally 
place a few drops of oil on the ends of the various 
hinge points on the horizontal amis. Plat* one 
drop on ihe Minim pins- which will help prevent 
film corneal from adhcnirtE 

On the Model 1335 it the retractable pins do not 
operate freely place a tew drops of lihn cement 
sylvan t (acetone or simitar solvent) on cAch pin 
and actuate erweral limes, 

A \Eiy small amount of graphite mixed grease oft 
the sliding part of the locking riempfi will beep 
ihe horizontal Ievcfs operating freely,
